“One day’, continues Jim, “I 
found a smut face with one of his 
front legs badly shattered.

The excellent editorial in The 
Chronicle dated August 25th calling

A Pony Club Meet In Wartime England 





By A. Henry Higginson 





If anyone in the United States— 
or anywhere else, for that matter— 
has any doubts as to whether ftox- 
punting will continue after the War, 
in England, those doubts would 
have been dispelled had they seen 
the enthusiastic gathering of child- 
ren and “young folks’? who assem- 
bled at Chalmington House, one mile 
from the Cattistock Hunt kennels, 
on Monday, August 28th, 1944. The 
cattistock Pony Club held its Gymk- 
hana and Handy Hunter Trials in a 
field near the house, which is now 
the residence of W. Thorneycroft, 
Esq., who kindly granted permission 
to Major General Frank Ramsay, C 
B, C. M. G., D. S. O., to whose ef- 
forts the young people who live in 
or near the Cattistock country owe a 
debt of gratitude which I feel sure 
js appreciated, not only by them, 
but by their parents as well. 

General Ramsay rang me up on 
the telephone a few days ago and 
suggested that I come to the Skow 
‘nd bring some of the South Dorset 
children to see the fun, if possible. 

“It's a long time since we’ve seen 
you in the Cattistock country,” he 
said. “I wish you would come-if you 
can get transportation,—and I wish 
you would present the prizes after- 
wards; for you were Master here for 
many years and many of these child- 
ren had their first experience of 
hunting with you.” Of-course [ said 
| would come, with pleasure; and 
$0, a little before noon, the nex: 
morning, Mrs. Higginson and I pack- 
ed our lunch-basket and then packed 
ourselves and three young people 
from the South Dorset country into 
a local taxi, and started for the 
seene of the show. 

Ihad not been in the Cattistock 
country for almost four years, and 
as we motored over Long Ash Lane 
which runs in an almost _ straight 
line from Grimstone Gate to Stagg’s 
Folly, we had a wonderful view of 
the lovely bit of hunting country 
which stretches away over the Dor- 
wet hills towards Cerne Abbas, that 
ancient Dorset village which, in by- 
gone days, was the County Seat, be- 
fore the railways passed it by. It 
made me yery homesick to see that 
country, over which I hunted for 
many seasons. The morning was very 
tlear—it had rained during the 
tight—and the country looked clean 
and bright and green and ‘‘washed”, 
a landscapes sometimes do after a 
morning rain. Presently we came to 
Stage’s Folly, where hounds had 
often met in the old days, and there 





we took the left-hand road which 
leads down the hill to Chalmington 
House. On the right lay ‘“‘Charity’’, 
that covert on the Chalmington 
estate from which I have seen thu 
beginning of many a good hunt, and 
on the left, in the valley beyond, the 
little village of Cattistock, with the 
kennels I knew so well on the hill- 
side above. 

Half a mile farther on we came to 
the scene of the gathering, and at 
the gate, as we went in, J met my 
first old friend, an ancient stud 
groom, who touched his hat and 
greeted me as ‘Master’. He was the 
gatekeeper, and I feel sure that if I 
had forgotten my pocket-book and 
could not have paid the modest ad- 
mission fees for my little party, he 
would have passed ys all in. On the 
level field which stretches away in 
front of Chalmington House, General 
Ramsay had constructed, with his 
own hands, one of the most perfect 
and complete courses for Pony Club 
Hunter Trials that I have ever seen. 
Mr. Thorneycroft told me that the 
General had done it all himself. 

“T couldn’t spare him any men to 
help him,” he said,—‘‘We’re short 
of labour these days—and Ramsay 
has been up here day and night, for 
the past month, getting things in 
shape.’’ The result was, as I have 
said, perfection. 

In the middle of the field was a 
rectangular enclosure, perhaps 25 
yards square. On two sides it was 
bounded by wattle-hurdles and a 
gate which could be opened, in each 
corner. Qn the other two sides were 
a low panel of sheep-wire netting— 
a type of fence which one _ often 
meets in a hunt on these Wartime 
days; and opposite, on the other 
side, a flight of rails which could be 
slipped out if desired. 

The competitors rode into the pen 
over a 3’-0” hurdle; jumped out over 
a 3’-6” gate; turned and jumped in 
again over the hurdle; and_ then, 
without leaving, turned sharp to the 
left and jumped out over the wire 
panel. Once outside, they pulled 
their ponies up; dismounted; led 
him or her up to the slip-rails; slip- 
ped out a rail; led the pony over 
into the pen; put the rail back in 
place; mounted; and rode out over 
one of the wattle fences. It was a 
fear which many a first-class hunter 
would fail to accomplish quickly and 
faultlessly; and I was amazed at the 
number of really almost perfect per- 
formances. There were, I suppose, 
15 or 20 competitors in this class, 
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A combination Track or Show 
Halter made of good quality lea- 
ther, brass trimmed, buckle each 
side, lined points on crown, lea- 
ther or white fronts, 1 inch full 
size, - - - $7.50 
Other Halters—all sizes 
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which was for a Challenge Cup, of- 
fered by General Ramsay, for mem- 
bers of the Cattistock Pony Club, 
aged 13 years or under, and it was 
won by Miss M. A. Walker, whose 
performance was quite perfect. 
Next came a competition for teams 
of two members of any pony club, 
jumping together and assisting each 
other in opening the gate and in 
slipping out the rails. This class was 
one of the most interesting—in fact 
the most interesting in the show to 
me—and it was a very pretty sight 
to see the way the teams worked to- 
gether. The winners were:—Mr. G. 
Crumpler and Miss A. Mayo. 


After this class there was a recess 
for luncheon. Everyone had brought 
their own picnic lunch, and we all 
sat about on the grass in the sun, 
officials, judges, competitors and 


spectators-and enjoyed our own and 
each other’s refreshments; while the 
various ponies were tethered to a 
fence nearby, like so many cow- 
punchers’ ponies. Mind—they were 
not rough, ungroomed animals, by 
any manner of means. There were 
some of the nicest small hunters 
that any man could want to see; a 
good many of them looking as if 
they were clean-bred—or very near 
it—there were small, pot-bellied, 
shaggy ponies, too; for you must re- 
member that some of these competi- 
tors were children of 8 and 9 in 
some of the classes. 


Directly after luncheon, there was 

a class for the best rider— rider, 

mind you,—the mount had nothing 

to do with it.

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Hoofbeats By The Sea 





By Robert M. Nutter 





The role of our equine friend in 
this war is one that is perhaps little 
understood, due to the changes which 
necessitated a mechanized fighting 
force. However one phase which can- 
not be overlooked is the part these 
animals have played in the Coast 
Guard’s protection of our shores, In 
reality it is a combination of man 
and animal again working for a 
common goal. To better understand 
just how well this combination did 
its part, we must first try to visu- 
alize some of the conditions under 
which a start was made. 

First of all our horses were sup- 
plied by the army and these consist- 
ed of a medium weight type animal, 
or what in show circles would be 
ealled middle weights. Others came 
under the light weight grouping. As 
a general rule each carload shipped 
exceedingly well and even as they 
were led from the cars the men there 
were giving them the so called once 
As a result there were many 
favorites before the horses reached 
their destination. Upon arrival at 
their respective stations each animal 
was given a thorough going over 
and the number of judges of horse 
flesh rose to astronomical figures. 
Each one saw some particular part 
about these horses which in _ his 
mind stamped him as being his horse. 
The heated arguments. resulting 
from this judging were reminiscent 
of horse shows where a tightly con- 
tested class had just left the ring. 
In some cases this has been carried 
on even though the horses have left 
beach patrol and no doubt an amic- 
able solution will never be reached 
no matter where or under what con- 
ditions these men may meet in the 
future. 

There were many instances where 
men assigned to beach patrol had 
had no previous connection with 
horses, but as time passed it just 
seemed to grow on them as horses 
will on anyone with any interest at 
all. As is always the case with horses 
and men there is a certain indivi- 
duality, which proved no exception 
with the horses and men of the 
beach patrol. No petter care could 
be given animals anywhere and I 
am sure that on the whole, no keen- 
er interest could be shown. The old 
adage that there is something about 
a horse still holds true. There are 
many things which while new are of 
great interest but when the newness 
wears off, it ceases to exist. While 
some of this socalled newness did 
wear off there was always more than 
enough interest maintained up un- 
til the very last. As time passed it 
became evident that here was some- 
thing more than just another phase 
of service life, it was something with 
feeling which everything had and 
was self evident by the manner in 
which it was maintained and carried 
out. So much so that the standards 
and regulations governing’ these 
animals was easily maintained. 


over. 


Let us give the horse a few mom- 
ents test and see where the personnel 
fit into the picture. With a few ex- 
ceptions in the Mounted Patrol all 
the men connected with horses had 
varying degrees of experience with 
animals previous to joining the 
Coast Guard. A few had army re- 
mount and Cavalry training, others 
their own stables, and still others 
just fooled around with horses in 
there spare time. No one can know 
it all but with such a wide variety 


of ideas when pooled together could 
not help but work for a common 
good. [It takes all kinds of people to 
make a world and so it was that all 
kinds made the beach patrol. It was 
not too long a time before there was 
keen competition between stables as 
to whom would have their horses and 
barns in the better shape. In the 
course of our periodicals inspections 
it soon became apparent that it was 
becoming increasingly difficult to 
single out any one barn, and n9% 
doubt would have been rather un- 
wise because in all probability the 
wrath of the gods would have been 
wished upon us. This friendly rival- 
ry was only a stimulus to greater 
effort and consequently greater ef- 
ficiency. With conditions such as 
this, how could we help but have a 
very efficient and worthwhile organ- 
ization? 

When the training period for horse 
and man was over we got down to 
the actual patrol. Mostly green rid- 
ers with a minimum of instruction 
are ready to patrol the beaches. The 
question in our minds is will any- 
thing happen, and’if so what? We 
can’t help but keep our fingers cross- 
ed during that first patrol. We know 
the men and we know the horses, but 
it is a dark night and in some places 
high water. The fact that we can 
maintain contact with the patrol by 
walkie-talkie still does not relieve 
the tention. At long last the time for 
the patrol is ending. No riderless 
horses have returned to the barn 
and only routine reports have come 
in. This means that horse and man 
have done what deep down in our 
hearts we knew they would and 
could do. Finally it settles down to 
routine procedure both inside and 
outside the barn and still anything 
but dull. The riders get to know 
more and more about their horses 
and vice-versa. We have one man 
teaching his horse to shake hands, 
another to follow him around and 
still another says he can ride his 
horse with only a halter on. In due 
time we accidentally or otherwise 
find out which horse is the handiest, 
which one is the fastest, all this 
while patroling the beaches at a walk 
or trot. How it is done will remain 
a secret as no one seems to know. 
Nevertheless the same care and con- 
sideration towards the horses pre- 
vail and we are satisfied. 


As the days go by we cannot ex- 
pect smooth sailing to be a constant 
proceedure. Now and again there is 
an excited telephone call, “Doc can 
you get down here right away, we 


have a horse that came off patrol 
and he’s not acting right. Seems like 
his kidneys are wrong.” So we start 
out on what we call an emergency, 
trying to think ahead on what may 
be wrong and what we will do. When 
we reach the barn our patient is in 
the sick-bay boxstall with possibly 
the whole crew standing around, all 
willing to give us a diagnosis. We 
started out expecting the worst but 
an examination tells ys to take it 
easy, everything will be all right. To 
be on the safe side our course of 
treatment has to continue through- 
out the night but we don’t have to 
ask for volunteers. Everyone wants 
to give the medicine because it Is 
one of their horses and nothing must 
happen to it. Two or three days lat- 
er our patient is ready for the beach 
again, everyone is happy and once 
more we are glad to know we have 
the right kind of men with our 
horses. 

Finally the day comes when the 
first rumors or scuttlebutt is pass- 
ed along to the effect that the beach 
patrol will be discontinued. Nothing 
definite is known but everyone has 
his own idea. The question foremost 
in ones mind is what will happen to 
the horses. After many daysof spe- 
culation we find the horses are to 
be sold at auction. This_ brings 
another question to everyones mind, 
will they go to a good home. The 
days to follow are spent getting the 
horses ready for sale. A little more 
grooming and trimming up. At last 
the big day arrives. Every horse is 
shown at his best, comments fly 
thick and fast until every animal 
appears to be a world beater. When 
it is all over the men go pack to 
empty barns and those hoofbeats by 
the sea become only echoes. We can- 
not call it an obcession but the fact 
remains that many a heart was 
heavy as these animals were led 
away. Consoling was the fact that 
here was an indication that the strug- 
gle in which these animals played 
so noble a part was getting farther 
away from our shores and drawing 
to a close.

Vast Collection Of Relics 
At Famous Mansion 
Saddlery Sale 


At a dispersal sale of surplus 
harness and saddlery from the Mar- 
quess of Zetland’s stables at Aske, 
some of uS were transported into 
the realms of long ago—the golden 
age. 

Prior to the sale we had an op- 
portunity of a leisurely “private 
view’ with the Aske stud-groom to 
help us to identify some of the bits, 
bridles and other accoutrements 
which mystified some of us who have 
been amongst such things all our 
lives. ven he had fogotten’ the 
names of some bits and bridles which 
must have weighed nearly half a 
stone, but he could give us details 
of their use which helped us tv 
paint pictures of the past. It was a 


past when the lord of Aske, his 
gracious lady and their house 
party drove to Richmond and 


Catterick Races in state, with pos- 
tillions and out-riders; when the be- 
loved Dowager Marchioness (who 
died only a month or two ago), 
drove her pony phaeton and carried 
an ivory-handled whip to which was 
fixed a tiny parasol. We handled 
that whip and felt it almost sacred! 

It was an age too, when there were 
steel pole-chains polished like silver; 
steel pillar-reins for week-days, and 
brass one’s for Sundays; and when 
noblemen and gentlemen travelled 
as such, Amongst the collection to 
be sold as being of no further use 
in these altered (and less pictures- 
que) times, were  silver-mounted 
postillion whips (they brought un. 
der £1 apiece at the sale), a bundle 
of beautifully made, balanced and 
decorated coach and carriage whirs, 
(£1 was the average price for them), 
coroneted postillion’s saddles (silver 
mounted back and front), the lexth- 
er of which was as good (or better) 
than the day they were made, nearly 
acentury ago. 

Then came a collection of steel 
safety stirrups (the invention of 
Wright of Richmond, who _ bred 
bloodstock in his day), and rows ot 
harness with the Zetland crest or 
arms on them, and turned out in as 
good order as though they were to he 
put on to the pairs of Cleveland Bays 
or Yorks Coach horses, for which 
Aske was once famed, Indeed, the 
condition of the leather and _ steel 
surprised one. 

But if there were beauty and in- 
terest, there was also sadness about 
the rows of old harness and sad- 
dlery and the bundles of whips which 
Were to pass into strange hands, for 
they marked once more, and emphat- 
teally, the end of the picturesque and 
Consequential horse age at mansions 
like Aske, True, we were told that 
the four-in-hand coach, and some of 
the carriages are retained—whether 
for sentiment, or for use on state oc- 
tasions, we know not. It was good to 
Note that some of the postillions’ 
whips and other relics of the past, 
Went to sportsmen-collectors who 
Will value them for their own sake 
‘td because of their association with 
4 great Yorkshire house and family. 

The postillions’ jackets—heavy 
with many silver buttons bearing the 

das lion’s face ducally crowned, 
taken-from the saddle-room to 
Hall to be stored (one hopes) 






















with the relics of Voltigeur, and 
other sporting trophies. We would 
much have liked one of those ivory 
and silver mounted postillion whips, 


which were used not merely (or 
mainly) to keep the four or six 
horses in the coach pulling their 


weight, but also to observe the rit- 
ual and courtesy of the road exchan- 
ged between those who drove or rode, 
in the days of pomp, circumstance, 
parade, and splendour. There was on 
the road something of the stately 
etiquette one saw to such perfection 
in other days on ceremonial parades 
of the R. H. A., in which the whip 
played no small part. 

And what an art there was in 
making the various whips required 
in every big establishment like Aske, 
when the family hunted, hacked and 
drove various types of horses and 
vehicles; when the children of the 
family had their ponies, and when 
there were state and ceremonial 
journeys, each calling for appro- 
priate harness, equipage and whip. 
Some years ago y. A. Wilson pub- 
lished illustrations of many types of 
whips of all sizes and said: 

“The great whip makers in those 
days did a thriving trade all over 
England. As it was impossible to 
send the actual whips, miniature re- 
plicas were made of all the chief 
models. These the travellers carried 
when they started off with their pack 
horses to visit country houses. Not 
only could the squire select his driv- 
ing whip and hunting crop, but for 
madam, his wife, there were light 
riding whips cunningly providadc 
with a silk parasel to shade her com- 
plexion, or having a scent bottle in 
the handle.” 

It was in this golden age that it 
was said of peer and squire that it 
was safer to impugn their morals 
than their horsemanship and iorse- 
mastership! 

Demand For Cleveland Bays 

Still speaking of horses I had hop- 
ed ere this to have taken Miss Violet 
Hudson (sister of the Minister for 
Agriculture) on a tour of Cleveland 
Bay breeders so that she might add 
a stallion and some mares to her 
Cleveland Stud on one of her farms 
in Kent. Miss Hudson’s visit has had 
to be postponed “owing to continued 
enemy action down here”, She is 
working one of her farms with Cleve- 
lands and says she finds they are 
much more active than any other 
breed, and consume much less forage. 
A number of agriculturists in her 
part of the world are so impressed 
with the way Cleveland Bays get 
over the ground that they are anxi- 
ous to use a stallion of the breed. 

Dog And Bitch Packs 

There was an interesting discussion 
the othér day between some Masters 
of Hounds as to when the practice of 
hunting dog and bitch packs separ- 
ately began. It is not easy to put an 
exact date to this, but writing of the 
period about 1803, “Nimrod” spoke 
of the then “newly prevailing fash- 
ion of dividing the sexes in the 
field’, and goes on: 

“The character of the two packs 
is that, although under very adverse 
circumstances the dogs may be the 
most efficient, the bitches are more 
brilliant with a straight running fox 
and a good scent’. 

In 1841 Robert Vyner, 
Notitia Venatica, said: 

“The fashion of the present day is 
very frequently to hunt the dogs and 
bitches separately; but unless the 
forces are very numerous, I fear the 
ranks will not be filled up with much 
credit and satisfaction. Mr. King, 
who hunted the Hambleton country 


in his 


in Hampshire for many seasons, had 
a pack composed entirely of bitches, 
in fact, about forty couples, only re- 
serving two or three dogs as stud- 
hounds. And Sir Bellingham Graham 
was repeatedly heard to say that, if 
his kennel could afford it, he would 
never take anything into the field 
but bitches. They are, no doubt, much 
quicker in their work than dogs; but 
at the same time they are more in- 
clined to fly a little too much. The 
dog-hounds, [J think, are generally 
closer to the line, and do their work 
better and steadier in the long run. 
Another method is to divide them 
according to size, so as to form a 
large and a small pack, which is far 
more advisable than hunting the sex- 
es separately. By so doing the neces- 
sity for drafting the smaller dogs 
may be dispensed with, and conse- 
quently the services of some of the 
handsomest and best-shaped of the 
puppies are secured.” 

That recognised authority Delme 
Radcliffe, wrote his treatise The 
Noble Science, a’ year or two before 
Vyner’s book appeared, and he said: 

“Whether the pack be divided into 
dogs and bitches, separate or not, 
must depend on the caprice of the 
owner. A mixed pack is now general- 
ly supposed to answer best. The larg- 
est of each may be sized, so as to 
form two complete packs, suitable to 
all parts of the country. Dogs are apt 
to be less flashy, and will add to the 
steadiness of the bitches, and the 
lively little ladies will contribute to 
the dash of the dogs.” 

The Status Of The Fox 

At a recent conference at the Min- 
istry of Agriculture it was stated 
that the chief enemy to agriculture 
is the rat, with rabbits not far be- 
hind in guilt, Next comes the grey 
squirrel, and a poor fourth is the fox. 
The latter it was admitted has his 
good points in that he destroys rats 
and rabbits, and, in normal times, 
causes many thousands of pounds to 
be circulated amongst farmers for 
horses, hay, corn and straw. It is in- 
teresting to read in a report of the 
conference— 

The friends of the farmer are the 
badger, shrew, stoat, weasel and 
hedgehog. The stoat, contrary to gen- 
eral belief, hunts by day and not by 
night. The mole kills grubs but dam- 


ages crops 
ground. 


My experience is that the Ministry 
of Agriculture, sportsmen and Nat- 
uralists can preach until they are 
black in the face, but they will not 
alter long-held erroneous’ views 
amongs the older class of gamekeep- 
er and ruralist. They refuse to be- 
lieve, for instance, that hedgehogs do 
not rob cows of their milk—an im- 
possible act for these tiny-mouthed 
animals. It is equally impossible to 
persuade them that the badger is a 
harmless creature, and that certain 
owls and hawks are good friends to 
agriculture and game _ preservers. 
Nature study in school, and person- 
al observation (as opposed to anci- 
ent tradition), are exploding many 
old theories regarding creatures of 
the wild. 


Nevertheless, there will always be 
the temptation to a certain type of 
man who carries a gun, to take a pot- 
shot at any wild animal or bird 
which crosses his path—especially 
if it is uncommon. It is to be feared 
too, that the last four years have 
done a good deal to remove the pro- 
tective halo which once’ encircled 
the head of the fox. Whether his 
status as the aristocrat of the wood- 
lands can be restored when foxhunt- 
ing is resumed, remains to be seen. 
For centuries he has been something 
of a hero, and sacrosant in rural 
England, where his destruction by 
trap, gun or poison prought disgrace, 
obloquy and ostracism upon the 
guilty, and dismissal to gamekeep- 
ers. His stock during the war years 
has been at a discount and how far 
his position can be restored is a 
question time alone will answer.

Seed Winter Cover 
In Vegetable Garden 


When the top soil in your garden 
is washed or blown away the most 
important part of the soil is gone. 
Since cover crops help save this top 
soil, the far-seeing vegetable gar- 
dener will consider seeding a cover 
crop. 

In the long run, cover crops will 
increase the yield on your soil. They 
prevent the loss of plant food through 
leaching, add organic matter to the 
soil, aid in controlling weeds as well 
as prevent erosion. 

For the home garden crimson 
clover and rye or other small grains 
are recommended as good winter 
cover. Although in some sections it 
is probably too late to seed crimson 
clover, there is still ample time in 
eastern Virginia. Crimson clover can 
usually be planted safely through 
most of October in that area. 

Rye can still be planted but early 
seeding means better yields. A mix- 
ture of rye and crimson clover, by 
the way, makes an excellent winter 
cover, 

The crimson clover should be seed- 
ed at the rate of 20 pounds per acre 
or approximately 1-2 pound per 
1000 square feet, and rye at the rate 
of 1 1-2 bushels per acre or appro- 
ximately 1-7 of a peck per each 1000 
square feet. Where a mixiure is 
seeded, it’s customary to use around 
1 bushel of rye and 15 pounds of 
crimson clover. 

Other small grains such as wheat 
or barley can also be used.

Hard Coal Ashes Do 
Benefit Garden Soil 


Garden specialists every year are 
asked whether coal ashes should be 
used in the home garden. 

Experiments have shown that 
hard coal ashes contain practically 
no fertilizer value. The lime content 
is also largely tied up in an unavail- 
able form, say the specialists. 

It has been demonstrated, how- 
ever, that the use of coal ashes on 
hard garden soils up to 10 tons per 
acre has proved beneficial. 

Soft coal ashes should not be 
used because experiments show that 
they contain toxic substances injuri- 
ous to plant growth.

Stored grain may be treated with 
carbon bisulphide to prevent dam- 
age from weevils and bran bugs. A 
fairly air tight bin or room should 
be used for fumigation. 


Domestic Rabbit Meat 
Economical To Produce 





It takes a chicken five and a half 
to six months to produce two pounds 
of edible meat. A rabbit will produce 
that much meat in just two months. 

Because domestic rabbit meat can 
be produced so quickly, the produc- 
tion of rabbits is extremely econo- 
mical, believes A. Lawrence Dean of 
the Virginia Agricultural Extension 
Service. In a time when other meats 
are hard to get rabbit meat is pecom- 
ing popular throughout the nation. 

Rabbits can be raised economical- 
ly because they eat the forage of 
fresh green feeds, as well as any of 
the common home-grown grains. 
Skimmilk, often wasted in the kome, 
can also be fed to rebbits. 

The rabbit has the capacity to con- 
sume food in greater proportion to 
its weight than any other domestic 
animal raised in this country and can 
convert this raw material into edible, 
nourishing food at a rate in propor- 
tion to its size unequaled by nearly 
all other meat producing animals 
raised by man. 

Dean recommends the New Zea- 
land variety, found in both the solid 
red and white varieties. Another good 
variety is the Flemish Giant, which 
is of great weight. A rabbit such as 
the New Zealand will produce mar- 
ketable young rabbits in from 60 
to 70 days from birth. 

The meat is not dark but is nearly 
white, fine grained, nutritious and 
palatable. As for rabbit pelts, they 
are used for felt, fur, garments, lin- 
ings and glue.

18 Per Cent Too Few 
Sheep In Virginia 

There are 18 percent too few ewes 
in Virginia for the most efficient 
operation of farms, in the opinion of 
George W. Litton, sheep specialist 
for the Virginia Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service. 

In a study of T. V. A. unit de- 
monstration farms it was found ad- 
visable for at least 20 percent of the 
income to be from sheep, lambs, and 
wool. To reach this goal for farmers 
in the Valley and southwestern Vir- 
ginia, we need an increase of 18 to 
20 percent over present sheep num- 
bers. 

Owners of some kinds of livestock 
may need to retrench when the war 
has been won—but not also the 
sheep man, declares Litton. While 
the producers of commercial vege- 
tables, broilers, cotton and cattle are 
busy with adjustments the sheep- 
man will worry least of all. The 
United States has never produced 
anywhere near the wool it needs so 
there is little chance of over-produc- 
ing wool. 

At any rate, there is always a pro- 
fit in sheep, says’ the specialist. 
Many a farmer in Virginia will tell 
you there is no possible way for a 
sheep to lose money except to die.

The classes were judged by Mr.

All, as is well-nigh sup- 
erfluous to state, are personally 
trained and campaigned by Ben 
Jones, usually rated at the head of 
his profession today. 

Taking them all together, it is said 
that Jones had well toward 100 head 
of horses from which to make up his 
stable for 1944. Mr. Wright both 
breeds and races, very emphatically, 
on the grand scale. In 1943 it start- 
ed 35 different horses. For 1944 it 
had at its disposal not only those 
animals, but a large number of oth- 
ers that had not been raced in 1943 
for one reason or another, together 
with its entire class of 2-year-olds, 
as yet new to the colors. 

All these horses represent the very 
creme-de-la-creme of fashion in 
breeding and blood-lines, at all times 
they are given the ultimate in advan- 
tages of all kinds. Their sires and 
dams are fastidiously selected and 
mated. From the moment a foal 
comes into the world it is given the 
finest possible care and most expert 
supervision. It is fed, grown and 
broken with solicitous skill and pains 
—and when ready for the training 
stable, goes direct to Ben Jones and 
receives the benefit of his develop- 
ment and management. 

Nothing, absolutely® nothing, is 
overlooked that will promote its suc- 
cess in the struggle for fame and 
money upon the race course. In 
comparison with its chances, those of 
the run-of-mine Thoroughbred are at 
odds of about 50 to 1. 

And yet, when the Calumet Farm 
Stable shipped away from Chicago at 
the close of the Washington Park 
meeting, to resume the fall campaign 
over the New York tracks, it contain- 
ed only two members that looked 
able to hold their own in high-class 
stake company, these being the 2- 
year-old fillies Good Blood and 
Twosy. Though it remains to be 
seen how they will hold up when 
measured against the fast eastern 
contingent—they met rather poor 
trying tackle over the Chicago tracks, 
for the most part. 

All of which illustrates what may 
happen to the biggest and most for- 
midable stables, despite their appar- 
ent superiority over all competitors. 

Up to August 1, owing to its early- 
season successes, the Calumet Farm 
Stable made the list of winning own- 
ers for 1944 look like Wright firat 
and the rest nowhere. By that time 
it had already earned over $400,000 
was still going ahead at a great rate. 

Then, on August 5, it ran. one-two- 
three with its three 2-year-old fillies, 
Good Blood, Twosy and Thine, which 
alone added over $30,000 to its win- 
nings. 

At about that juncture the compet- 
ing horsemen were shaking their 
heads in despair and saying: 

“What’s the use? How can you 
or I buck such an aggregation as 
that? It can’t be done.” 

But right then the turn in the lane 
had been reached. 

Since that delirious day, the Calu- 
met Farm Stable has been unable to 
get anywhere, in practical terms. It 
has started horse after horse for 
stake after stake and they have fail- 
ed dismally.

the field, still closely bunched, 
straightened out in the stretch and 
took the penultimate jump. From 
this point on, Ahmisk and Burma) 
Road drew out a little in a head and 
head duel which took them over the 
Jast fence, and right up to the wire 
on practically equal terms. However, 
in the last few strides, Burma Road 
could not quite match Ahmisk’s speed 
on the flat, and lost by a neck 
Ahmisk ran the two miles in 3:50 
4-5 and added $3,965 to his earn- 
ings. 

This race was a little unusual for a 
stake in that each of the five who 
accepted, carried 139 lbs. or less. 
Ahmisk picked up 134 and received 
a pound from Burma Road. The 
absence of the top-weighted horses 
can be explained for two reasons, in 
the first place because of the close- 
ness of the Saratoga Steeplechase 
which was run on Friday, Septem- 
per 1, and the Glendale Steeple- 
chase, to be run on Wednesday, 
September 13. The Harbor Hill was 
run in between these two races, both 
of which are at two and a half miles 
and carry $7,500 added. Then too, 
the continued lack of rain leaves the 
steeplechase contingent a little re- 
luctant to start horses on the hard 
going. 

In passing it is interesting to re- 
cord that Mrs. Marion du Pont Scott 
had Ahmisk operated on last winter 
pecause of his wind. Brought suc- 
cessfully through this, he was sent 
to the races on June 2nd at Belmont 
Park in a claiming race, and despite 
the tube in his throat, I. Bieber 
claimed him for $1,500. On the race 
track, a “tube” horse is rather un- 
usual, and strangely enough, after 
being under the care of Hirsch 
Jacobs for a short time, the tube 
was removed from his throat and 
the aperture healed up. All told this 
season, Ahmisk has started five 
times, won two, including the Har- 
bor Hill, and placed 2nd once. 

The Arc Light Hurdles on Wed- 
nesday, under claiming conditions, 
was perhaps as bad a spectacle as 
this writer has seen in some tmie. 
Six went to the post, headed by the 
ll-year-old Navarin, a strong favor- 
ite in the betting. After fifty some 
odd starts over a period of years, 
this honest old horse came to an 
inglorious end when he fell heavily 
at the 5th hurdle and had to be de- 
stroyed. His rider, Howard Cruz, 
crashed down on the hard grounu, 
and he too looked in a serious way 
and had to be removed in the ambu- 
lance. After being on the critical list 
for several days with a _ possible 
fracture of the head, or a concussion, 
the hard headed boy from Maryland 
was on the grounds again on Sat- 
urday, 

Going back to the race, Milton 
Seidt’s *Similar was sent into com- 
mand followed by Artistscope, Holl- 
day Spirit, Navarin, Greenwich Time 
and Abidale in that order, put each 
hurdle threatened to be the last as 
each of the six jumped indifferently 
or poorly. Entering the back stretch 
the second time, Navarin started 
the move which was to end his car- 
eer, and was about two lengths off 
the leader when he went down. By 
the time the field swung around the 
last turn, *Similar with a handy 
lead of 4 or 5 lengths was running 
easily, with Greenwich Time and 
Artistscope closest, three of Your 
lengths apart. Over the last hurdle 
Artistscope broke down badly and 
almost stopped to a walk, but his 
rider, J. McGovern, in a vain effort 
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to save some part of the purse 
money, used his whip viciously. As 
they crossed the line it was *Similar 
by six lengths easily, Greenwich 
Time 2nd, another six lengths in 
front of Holiday Spirit, who showed, 
some speed on the flat, but who 
fenced very poorly, and in 4th posi- 
tion, Abidale. 


The steeplechase on Friday 
brought out a small but select field, 
and as the race was run, it proved to 
be a romp for Mrs. Stephen C., Clark, 
Jr.’s Bill Coffman, trained by Jack 
Skinner and ridden by Emmett Rob- 
erts. Inclined to be a bit pecky over 
a stiffer course, Bill Coffman found 
the Aqueduct jumps just to his lik- 
ing, was sent into command at the 
start and was never headed. For 
about a mile the field ran closely 
bunched with Mrs. F. Ambrose 
Clark’s Royal Archer closest in pur- 
suit, followed by Bridlespur, *Fred- 
eric Qnd, *Stiegel 2nd and *Benek- 
sar. Rounding the clubhouse turn, 
T. Merriwether, aboard Royal Arch- 
er, moved closer to the leader and 
forced a rather fast pace, and actu- 
ally got up on even terms with Bill 
Coffman at the first jump on the 
far side where the latter jumped 
poorly. Getting into his stride again 
quickly, Bill Coffman managed to 
keep daylight between him and 
Royal Archer, although the latter 
kept forcing practically all the way 
down to the finish line. This took 
these two far out in front of the oth- 
ers, and although Royal Archer made 
a game effort until the last hundred 
yards, there was no catching Bill 
Coffman in this race and he went on 
to win with six lengths to spare. 
Another eight lengths behind the 
runner-up, Bridlespur finished 3rd 
with Beneksar 4th. The time of this 
race was 3:45 1-5, and reflected the 
fast pace. 

On Saturday, 
Handicap, a 


the Bushwick Hurdle 
stake event at a mile 
and three quarters, brought four 
evenly matched horses’ postward. 
From a really perfect start, Green- 
tree Stable’s Sunday Puzzle emerg- 
ed to set a smart pace, closely fol- 
lowed by Mrs. Corliss Sullivan’s 
*Nordmeer. R. K. Mellon’s *Long- 
champ 2nd and J. BE. Sedlmayr’s 
Yankee Chance brought up the rear 
under restraint. After half a mile, 
Roberts on *Nordmeer, ranged up to 
the Greentree Stable’s grey, and 
took a slight lead rounding the far 
turn and held it for a while despite 
being forced to a good pace by Sun- 
day Puzzle ridden by Angus Scott. 
There was no change in position as 
the field passed the stands the sec- 
ond time, and right around the turn 
and into the far side for the last 
time. Here Yankee Chance, top 
weight of the field with 147 Ibs. 
started to move up, as did *Long- 
champ 2nd, which brought all four 
on almost equal terms going around 
the last turn. Straightening out for 
the two hurdles on the home stretch, 
any one of the four had a chance al- 
though Yankee Chance with E. Jen- 
nings up, had slightly the best of it 
as the field approached the last 
hurdle. Here *Longchamp 2nd, un- 
der a rousing ride from J. Magee, 
jumped into the lead, and in the run 
home on the flat increased his mar- 
gin to three lengths at the finish line 
over Yankee Chance. Another three 
lengths away, Sunday Puzzle came 
in 3rd, well to the fore of *Nordmeer, 
who evidently found the extra quar- 
ter mile a little beyond his ability. 

Another mile and three quarter 
hurdle race was run on Monday, but 
this was designed for claimers, and 
it resulted in an easy victory for W. 
S. Sprague’s Fieldfare who won by 


six lengths. The runner-up proved to 
be Jack Grabosky’s erstwhile brush 
horse, Greenwich Time, who made 
the pace in the early stages, but 
could not match the winner when the 
real racing began, and who just last- 
ed to beat Mrs. E. du Pont Weir’s 
*Himmel. The only other starter 
was Dock Stable’s Abidale who ran 
out of the course early, was brought 
back and finished within the time 
limit to earn 4th money. John Bos- 
ley, trainer of Fieldfare, has done 
very well in recent weeks, and with 
today’s win, Fieldfare has now won 
three this year over hurdles, one of 
the few horses which have done that 
well.

Protect Jumpers 


On Hard Ground 


By Margaret Phipps Leonard 

Reporters of several shows in re- 
cent weeks have commented on the 
fact that before the last event was 
run the horses were “gimpy” or 
“ouchey” due to the dryness and 
hardness of the ground on which 
they jumped. It therefore seems 
timely to pass on a preventive for 
this painful condition which I learn- 
ed from the United States Army 
Horse Show Team. 

It has been my great good fortune 
to see three exhibitions by this won- 
derful team when it was training for 
the 1940 Olympics, which were to 
have been held in Finland. The first 
was in a tanbark ring at Lexington, 
Kentucky in the spring of 1938, at 
which time 8 horses made 168 jumps 
with but 1 knock-down. The second 
was in the fall of the same year ar 
Fort Robinson, Nebraska, where the 
team trained every summer from 
1935 to 1929 inclusive, that is, until 
preparation for National Defense 
gave them other duties. 

At Fort Robinson they jumped on 
the fine smooth turf of the Parade 
Ground, which gave comfortable 
landing. The next year, 1939, the 
show teams from poth Fort Riley and 
Fort Sill were in summer training at 
Fort Robinson, and theygave their 
exhibition as a part of the Labor Day 
program arranged by the city of 
Chadron, four miles from ths post. 

The hurdles were set up on the 
dry, hard ground of the city ball 
park. After a few riders had put 
their horses over the course the shcw 
was delayed while mer with picks 
went on and dug up a large landing 
cushion beyond each hurdle. These 
cushions appeared to be 3 or 4 inch- 
es deep. 

This consideration for the horses 
made a deep impression on me and I 
carried out the idea on our schooling 
ground the next spring before our 
horse show, as our ground is gumbo, 
which bakes as hard as clay. 

We found that a cushion 2 yards 
square, beginning 1 1-2 yards be- 
yond the hurdle, meets the require- 
ments of the various length-of-strides 
of different horses and also the rais- 
ing of the hurdles. 

If, when “‘picking” up these cush- 
ions, the ground comes up in hard 
clods, they should, of course, be 
crushed with a blow from the side of 
the pick, otherwise a horse might 
sprain an ankle. 

These cushions are well worth 
what the Jabor costs, as they pay big 
dividends in keeping horses from 
going either sour or unsound in 
schooling, and serve the same pur- 
pose in shows of course. 

In this connection it might be well 
to recall that before a young officer 
reached that high pinnacle, Member- 
ship-on-the-Airmy-Horse-Show-Team, 
he had studied and ridden hard and 
faithfully for 2 years. Then, if mem- 
ory serves me well, a few of the most 
proficient men chosen as ten- 
tative material for the team. After 
more years of work and study, and
